The  Fermi  Boys  Soccer  Team,  led  by 
captains  Brian  Connolly,  Ray  Caron,  and 
Ryan  Yanosy,  ended  the  season  with  a 
record  of  10-5-1,  the  best  in  Fermi  his- 
tory.
